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Angel business park 
plan gets go-ahead 


A £65 million develop¬ 
ment including a bus¬ 
iness park, hotel and 
pub has been given the 
go-ahead by planners. 

The 40-acre site on Ely’s 
Angel Drove could create 
up to 1,000 jobs and is 
billed as a major boost for 
the city. 

Members of East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council’s planning 
committee voted unanimously to 
approve the plans and asked 
council officers to iron out a few 
minor issues regarding traffic 
over the next few weeks. 

It follows a series of delays 
after it emerged the layout of the 
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site could conflict with future 
plans for a £25 million Southern 
Bypass Road between Angel 
Drove and Stuntney. 

But alterations to the proposed 
development by Mantle Estates 
and Healy Investments means it 
has now been approved. 

Councillor Ron Bradney, 
Mayor of Ely and the city’s 
economic champion, said: “This 
could well be the start of a new 
era for Ely - we will have to wait 
and see. 

“That site was a huge blot on 
the landscape for so long and 
now that will change.” 


A report by planning officers 
earlier this year said the failure 
to progress with a business park 
on this site, which has had 
outline planning permission 
since 2001, had hindered 
development in Ely. 

It stated: “An increasing 
population, and worrying levels 
of out-commuting, exacerbate 
the impact.” 

It added the Angel Drove site 
would provide an “obvious 
economic injection” and help 
meet the council’s targets for job 
creation. 

The city is now keen to boost 
its hotel facilities and major 
names are believed to be 
interested in the site. 

Council leader Cllr Brian 


Ashton said: “I am certain that all 
the residents of Ely and the 
surrounding villages will be 
delighted to hear that the plans for 
this very substantial development 
have been approved. 

“It will help us create more 
local employment for the people 
of this district.” 

Jim Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, which includes 
Ely, has also backed the plan. 

He said: “This land has stood 
derelict for a while, and if it can 
be used to bring jobs and other 
facilities to the area, then I’m 
very much behind it. 

“My concern is the extra 
traffic, and this project increases 
the urgency of having a 
southern relief road for Ely.” 



Waits welcome 
for new mayor 


ELY’S new mayor 
made history this 
week as she was 
welcomed into 
office by the city’s 
first Waits band. 
The pipers were 
widely used in 
medieval times to 
serenade royalty 
and civic leaders in 
Britain during city 
events.

Kelly’s eco design is 


best home in region 


AN ECO-FRIENDLY 
hexagonal house on 
stilts in Little Downham 
has been named the 
region’s best home. 

The unconventional four- 
bedroom home was named the 
Best Individual House in East 
Anglia at a prestigious awards 
ceremony in Cambridge. 

The recognition by the Local 
Authority Building Control in 
April is the latest accolade for 
carpenter Kelly Neville, who 
spent three years building the 
amazing abode with his wife, 
Masako. 

Their progress was tracked by 
camera crews from Channel 
4’s Grand Designs and the 
couple eventually moved into 
the house last July. 

Kelly, 49, said: “I was very 
surprised to win this award as 
I didn’t even enter it myself. 

“I was put forward by the 
building control team at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, but it’s still great to 
see the house recognised. 

“I would definitely advise 
more people to build their 
own homes. You’ll save money 
on the building costs and you 
also have a much greater 
sense of ownership if you’ve 
built it with your own hands. 
“We went to an architectural 
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draughtsman who made some 
wonderful contributions, but 
we have done 90 per cent of 
the work ourselves. 

“It is hexagonal, which is a 
compromise between a square 
building and an Anglo-Saxon 
or Celtic roundhouse. 

“The house is off the ground 
on plinths which eliminates 
rising damp - a big problem in 
the Fens. It also gets rid of 
two-thirds of the concrete, 
which is quite a large CO 2 
contributor.” 

There are more unusual 
features - like the 800-year-old 
tree trunk that supports the 
staircase and the first floor, 
along with a glass bath - but 
environmental concerns were 
the driving force behind the 
house. 

Kelly said: “We used lime 
render, which has no carbon 
footprint. 

“The heat pump for the main 
heating system burns willow 
grown on site. 

“There is also a rainwater¬ 
harvesting system for the 
toilet and washing machine, 
and waste water is processed 
for the irrigation of the 
vegetable garden.”

Woman found on 
fire in village dies 

AN INQUEST has been opened 
into the death of a woman who 
is thought to have set herself 
ablaze on a village green in 
Cambridgeshire. 

Debbie Rachel Walker, 42, of 
March, died on Friday, May 7, 
after she was found on fire 
earlier in the day in Farcet, 
near Peterborough. 

Horrified villagers desperately 
tried to extinguish the flames 
using towels, but she died in 
Peterborough District Hospital 
from her injuries. 

It is believed she doused herself 
in petrol before setting herself 
on fire. The inquest was opened 
and adjourned in Huntingdon 
on Monday and a date for its 
continuation has yet to be fixed.

End of the lin e 
for phone boxes 


NEARLY half of all phone 
boxes in East Cambridge¬ 
shire are to be scrapped - 
with more set to go across 
the whole of Cambridge¬ 
shire later this year. 

British Telecom announced 
plans to remove 42 of the 99 
payphones in East Cambridge¬ 
shire in the next few months, 
with Haddenham, Little Down- 
ham, Sutton and Littleport 
each set to lose three boxes. 
Fordham will see four pay¬ 
phones removed, while Isleham 
and Prickwillow will lose two 
each. 

Another 22 payphones in Fen- 
land will be scrapped, reducing 
the total number to 46. 

BT is writing to other 
councils in Cambridgeshire to 
inform them about further clos¬ 
ures. 

Councillor Bill Hunt, who 
represents Haddenham for 
Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil, said: “It’s a sad day when 
we are taking away these boxes 
as they still serve some 
members of the public. 

“But we have to be realistic 
about this - most people are not 
using them anymore because 
they have mobile phones. 

“These boxes cost a lot to 
maintain as people keep on 
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smashing their windows and 
ripping out the phones. 

“These plans are just 
common sense. You have to con¬ 
sider whether it’s right for 
other phone users to subsidise 
a costly service that just isn’t 
being used.” 

Notices have also been stuck 
on phone boxes in Ely’s Market 
Place to inform customers of 
their impending removal. 

Cllr Sheila Friend-Smith, the 
new mayor of Ely, said: “I can 
understand the reasoning, but 
we have to weigh up the 
financial concerns with the 
social consequences. 

“There might be occasions 
when these phones could save 
lives. People don’t always have 
mobile phones on them and 
using a payphone could make 
the difference if someone is 
seriously injured.” 

Figures from BT show almost 
6,000 phones in the UK are used 
to make less than one call a 
month. 

Paul Hayward, a spokesman 
for BT, said: “Payphone usage 
has halved in the last two years 
and calls are still declining at 
20 per cent year on year. 

“BT is committed to pro¬ 


viding a public payphone 
service, however, over the years 
as usage has declined BT has 
been reviewing and where 
necessary rationalising its 
public payphone estate in order 
to meet demand. 

“Any removal of unprofitable 
payphones is carried out in 
strict adherence to the Ofcom 
guidelines and where 
appropriate with the consent of 
the local communities. 

“In all instances where there 
is not another payphone within 
400 metres we need the local 
authority’s consent to remove 
the kiosk. 

“If there is a clear social 
need for those phones then they 
won’t be removed.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“We have only recently been 
contacted by BT regarding the 
removal of 42 public payphones 
in East Cambridgeshire. 

“In the past we have strongly 
resisted attempts to reduce the 
number of public payphones in 
the district as while many 
people have mobile phones 
there are still a large minority 
who rely on the service. 

“If there are phones which 
we can prove are needed we 
will do all we can to keep 
them.”

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Recycling 
now part of 
Tesco’s bid 


TESCO will build a new 
recycling centre as part of 
its plans to expand its Ely 
store. 

The supermarket had angered 
the city’s environmental 
campaigners last week after it 
published plans showing the 
current bottle banks and paper 
bins at its Angel Drove store 
would be removed - with no 
mention of a replacement. 

But Britain’s biggest retailer 
has now unveiled additional 
plans for a new recycling centre 
in the store’s overflow car park 
behind the petrol station. 

The relocation of the centre is 
part of plans to expand the store 
by 525 sq m to more than 
7,500 sq m and build a new glazed 
entrance foyer. 

A Tesco spokesman said: “We 
recognise that these recycling 
facilities are valued by a large 
section of the community and we 
are therefore delighted to 
confirm that our plans have 
always been to create a new area 
for the recycling. 

“Over the last year Tesco has 
invested over £10 million in new 
recycling facilities in England 
and also supported our custo¬ 
mers to save over one billion 
carrier bags. We are pleased to 
be able to continue to commit to 
these initiatives in Ely. 

“Our investment would create 
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over 20 new jobs for local people 
and give our customers greater 
choice and an improved shopping 
experience.” 

The plans to enlarge Tesco has 
met fierce opposition from 
various civic groups, including 
the city’s council which 
recommended the plans be 
rejected by planners at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, who will make the 
decision next month. 

Phillip Eden, chairman of Ely 
Perspective, an independent 
group dedicated to protecting 
Ely, was also against the move. 

He said: “A bigger store would 
suck even more of the lifeblood 
from the city centre as shoppers 
would desert smaller shops.” 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, a 
member of Ely Traders’ 
Association, was also concerned 
plans could cause Ely to become 
a “Tescotown”. She said: 
“Independent stores in Ely are 
already struggling to stay in 
business. A bigger Tesco would 
be a big threat to them as it 
would drag even more people 
out of the city centre.” 

Tesco hopes to get planning 
permission by early June. Work 
would take about three months 
and could start in the summer.

‘Rambo’ assault 


man spared jail 


A CHAMPION chicken 
breeder has been spared 
a prison sentence for a 
“Rambo-style” assault. 

Roger Clarke launched the 
vicious attack on chicken 
breeding friend, Duncan 
Waites, after he saw him 
sitting in a car with Glenda 
Godfrey, his partner of 29 
years. 

It followed a furious bust-up a 
few weeks earlier, which saw 
Clarke kick Miss Godfrey out of 
their home in Centre Road, 
Soham, after he discovered 
intimate text messages between 
her and Waites. 

Clarke, 59, who has won 
national titles for his prize 
birds, had gone looking for 
Waites and eventually caught 
up with him when he saw the 
couple in a car in Chapel 
Street, Ely, sharing coffee and 
cigarettes on February 15. 

Ely Magistrates Court heard 
how Clarke dragged Miss 
Godfrey from the car by her 
hair before repeatedly hitting 
Mr Waites in the face. 
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It left Mr Waites with a 
broken cheekbone, while Miss 
Godfrey suffered a fractured 
right eye socket and severe 
bruising to her nose. 

Emma Dimitriev, prosecu¬ 
ting, said: “He caused quite 
nasty injuries and he admitted 
what he did in an interview 
with police.” 

At an earlier hearing in April 
the court had been told how 
Clarke had said in his police 
confession: “It was my way of 
getting even - I was quite 
successful in my mission.” 

Clarke’s attack on his 
suspected love rival was also 
described by presiding magis¬ 
trate Hamish Ross that day as 
“similar to Rambo” - and he 
warned Clarke that he could 
go to prison. 

But Dr Christine Ross, 
chairman of the bench, 
decided to hand Clarke a five- 
month suspended sentence 
and ordered him to complete 


250 hours of unpaid work in 
the community. 

She said: “You went there 
determined to cause injury 
and you caused serious harm. 
We seriously considered 
custody.” 

Clarke, who pleaded guilty 
to two counts of assault 
occasioning actual bodily 
harm, must also pay Mr 
Waites £750 and Miss Godfrey 
£250. 

But Mr Waites, a painter 
and decorator in Ely, who 
denies he had an affair with 
Miss Godfrey, said: “I don’t 
want his money - I want 
justice. 

“I am absolutely disgusted 
with this sentence. It was a 
premeditated attack and he 
should get at least 12 months 
in jail. 

“If you can go round 
attacking people and not go to 
prison, there is something 
wrong with our country.” 

“He should give this money 
to the British Heart Found¬ 
ation as he knows I have a bad 
heart.”

TWO medical charities 
are celebrating the first 
six months of a life¬ 
saving partnership. 

Since last August, a 
Magpas team of doctors 
and paramedics has been 
manning the East 
Anglian Air Ambulance 
helicopter, Anglia Two, 
which covers Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Bed¬ 
fordshire. 

Paramedics and A&E 
doctors from as far afield 
as Derby and South¬ 
ampton give up their 
own time to volunteer 
for Magpas. 

The Magpas team is 
available seven days a 
week and Anglia Two 
currently operates 
alongside them at RAF 
Wyton five days a week. 
The two charities hope to 
work together on a 
seven-day service if 


more funding from the 
people of Beds and 
Cambs can be secured. 

Simon Gray, executive 
director of the East 
Anglian Air Ambulance, 
said: “The Magpas 
doctors and paramedics 
on Anglia Two are 
exceptional. They are 
amazing people and we’d 
like to thank them and 
publicly recognise their 
efforts.”

Masterplan is pure madness 


Sir, Am I alone in being fed up with the 
LibDems constantly harking on about the 
Tories?

I tried to get something 
done about Barleyfields last summer and 
was passed from pillar to post and never 
got anything resolved, now I know why. 
The planners and planning committee 
have the power to lay down what must 
happen in exchange for permission, but 
they don’t. Why? 

Yet again I remind councillors who you 
are supposed to be representing, us so 
please ensure that is what you do. You 
are not there to serve greedy, money 
laden developers, the so-called UK 
government or yourselves. You are 
elected to listen to and act on the wishes 


of the local residents. That is democracy, 
no matter what colour your politics. 

Those who are employed in the statutory 
sector would also do well to remember 
who pays their salaries.

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Dinner lady 
hit PCSO’s car 
after drinking

A DINNER lady 
has been banned 
from driving for a 
year after she 
crashed into a 
PCSO’s car during 
an afternoon of 
boozing. 

Grace Dawson, 46, 
had been drinking 
vodka and wine at her 
home in New Close 
Road, Little Thetford, 
when she decided to 
make a 100-yard 
journey to check up on 
her teenage daughter, 
who was visiting a 
friend’s house. 

As she drove back 
home, she hit a neigh¬ 
bour’s car with her 
Vauxhall Vectra, but 
failed to stop and drove 
on to her house. 

When neighbours 
reported the damage to 
the car owner, who 
happened to be a police 
community support 
officer (PCSO), she went 
to speak to Dawson. 

Ely Magistrates’ 
Court heard how the 
officer then decided to 
call police after sus¬ 
pecting Dawson had 
been drinking heavily 
that afternoon. 

Officers later dis¬ 
covered that Dawson 
was three and a half

times the legal drink- 
drive limit, with tests 
showing 119 micro¬ 
grams of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of breath. 
The legal limit is 35 
micrograms. 

Katie Tyndall, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “She 
realised she must have 
been drinking as she 
was very unsteady on 
her feet. 

“She had a very high 
reading and admitted 
having two glasses of 
wine and two vodkas 
between 4pm and 7pm 
that day. 

“She also said she had 
drunk more vodka 
when she got back. 

“Police entered her 
home address and found 


a bottle of vodka and a 
glass with a brown 
alcoholic liquid in it.” 

Magistrates accepted 
Dawson’s claim that 
most of the alcohol 
accounting for her high 
reading had been 
consumed following the 
accident and convicted 
her on an agreed read¬ 
ing of 50mg. 

Dawson, a dinner lady 
at Cambridge Regional 
College, had admitted 
drink-driving at a 
hearing in March. 

Her lawyer, Michael 
Judkins, claimed the 
shock of the confron¬ 
tation with her neigh¬ 
bour - and earlier row 
with her daughter - had 
led Dawson to pour 
herself two large vodka 
and cokes. 

He said: “She was 
shaken so she drank at 
a faster rate than she 
normally drinks. 

“The distance she 
travelled was no more 
than 100 yards. She did 
clip a car, but the 
likelihood of hitting a 
pedestrian was very 
much reduced given the 
distance travelled. She 
is very apologetic and 
remorseful.” 

Magistrates handed 
Dawson a 12-month 
driving ban and ordered 
her to pay a £70 fine, £60 
costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge.

Two GP surgeries 
are in new hands 


A PRIMARY school has 
issued a warning about a 
social networking site for 
girls after parents’ fears 
over internet chatroom 
predators. 

Staff at St John’s 
Primary School, Ely, have 
written to parents about the 
internet site, Zwinky, 
reminding them it is 
unsuitable for young 
children. 

It follows concerns by 
parents who discovered 
their children were 
accessing Zwinky, which 
should only be used by 
youngsters aged 13 or over. 

Zwinky allows girls to 
design their own imaginary 
friend and choose the 
character’s outfits, hair¬ 
styles and accessories, 
gaining credits for various 
combinations. 

Users can also pay for 
credits to unlock further 
on-line features. 

It has developed a huge 
on-line following, with 
teenage girls across the 
world discussing their 
virtual reality creations. 

But there are concerns

that the doll-themed nature 
of the game is attracting 
pre-teen girls to the site, 
who could be at risk from 
internet predators posing 
as teenage girls on the site’s 
chatroom. 

A spokesman for St 
John’s Primary said: 
“Parents contacted us to 
say it was an inappropriate 
site for young children. 

“It looks like harmless 
fun, but we feel it has 
hidden depths. 

“If we do not take action 
when something like this is 
brought to our attention, 
we could be seen to be not 
acting responsibly” 

However, Zwinky makes 
it clear the site is only for 
youngsters aged 13 or over, 
meaning no primary school 
children should be 
accessing it. 

It also reminds users that 
they should never leave 
personal information on 
the website that could allow 
other users to trace them, 
while parents are also 
advised to monitor their 
children’s use of the 
internet.

Wave of protest 
at plan to build 
flood barrier

AN ELY entrepren¬ 
eur’s plan to build 
a giant anti-flood 
barrier across The 
Wash has trig¬ 
gered a deluge of 
condemnation. 

Conservation groups 
in Norfolk and Lin¬ 
colnshire have come 
together to blast the 
£2 billion proposal, by 
businessman Peter 
Dawe. 

As the Weekly News 
has revealed, Mr Dawe, 
who made a fortune by 
pioneering the internet, 
says the barrier is 
essential to prevent a 
North Sea surge swamp¬ 
ing homes and thous¬ 
ands of acres of prime 
farmland in the Fens. 

The barrier would be 
nine metres (30ft) tall 
and 18 km (11 miles) 
long, stretching from 
just south of Skegness 
in Lincolnshire to 
Hunstanton in Norfolk. 

It would be made of 
“geo-textiles” - giant 
sandbags - and would 
contain concrete sea 
locks to allow a cont¬ 
rolled influx of sea 
water when necessary. 

Mr Dawe hopes fund¬ 
ing for the idea will be 
forthcoming from priv¬ 
ate and public sector 
sources.

But both the Royal 
Society for the Prot¬ 
ection of Birds (RSPB) 
and the Wildlife Trust 
have attacked the plan. 

They claim it could 
damage “the UK’s most 
important estuary for 
wildlife beyond repair”. 

Richard Powell, reg¬ 
ional director of the 
RSPB, said: “This 
scheme should be dis¬ 
missed as a non-starter. 

“We’re talking about 
a site that supports a 
phenomenal amount of 
wildlife. It’s the most 
important estuary for 
birds in the UK, and to 
consider damaging it 
in this way beggars 
belief. 

“It just goes to show 
the lack of under¬ 
standing about our 
wild places, and the 
scale of some people’s 


ambitions to trash our 
environment.” 

Caroline Steel, assis¬ 
tant director (Conser¬ 
vation) for the Lin¬ 
colnshire Wildlife 
Trust, said: “The Wash 
is so important for its 
wildlife that it has 
almost every national 
and international desig¬ 
nation available. We 
expect it to receive even 
greater protection in 
the forthcoming Mar¬ 
ine Act. 

“Investment in such a 
scheme would be fool¬ 
ish as it cannot possibly 
be given permission to 
proceed.” 

Brendan Joyce, dir¬ 
ector of Norfolk Wild¬ 
life Trust, said the 
proposal could not be 
taken seriously. 

Mr Dawe said: “It is 
disappointing to hear 
conservationists 
immediately dismiss 
the principle of a 
barrier across the Wash 
before any parameters 
for the design of the 
scheme have been even 
considered. 

“The barrier is being 
proposed as a conser¬ 
vation project. Climate 
change and sea level 
rise will destroy all the 
habitats the RSPB are 
so keen on protecting. 

“Unfortunately, if 
conservationists bury 
their heads in this 
particular sand, they 
will soon drown.”

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Medals at 
last for 
‘forgotten 
army’ 

VETERANS of a forgotten war 
will finally see their service 
recognised after battling the 
Government for the right to 
receive medals. 

Cambridgeshire servicemen 
who fought in the jungles of 
Malaya and Borneo in the 
1950s and 60s were due to be 
decorated at a ceremony at the 
Imperial War Museum, Dux- 
ford, today. 

But the medals are being 
awarded by the King of 
Malaysia, not the British 
Government. 

Veterans forced the 
Government to back down over 
rules banning the acceptance 
of foreign honours in 2006. 
They still do not have official 
permission to wear the medals. 
Fred Burden, a member of the 
National Malaya and Borneo 
Veterans’ Association who is 
organising the ceremony, said: 
“It was a battle to get the 
medal in the first place and we 
are still battling to be able to 
wear it officially. 

“But we don’t serve under the 
British forces any more. We are 
private citizens, therefore we 
will wear any medal we choose 
to wear.”

The Duxford ceremony will see 
a representative of the 
Malaysian High Commission 
award the Pingat Jasa Malaysia 
medal to around 300 
Cambridgeshire veterans. 

They were among 35,000 
British troops who fought 
Indonesian Communists in 
Borneo and Malaya between 
1957 and 1966. Of those men, 
509 were killed. 

Keith Ridley, 62, who lives in 
Offord D’Arcy, was 18 when he 
served aboard the HMS Albion 
in Brunei. 

He said of the award: “It puts 
Britain to shame. This is a very 
impressive medal. I went to a 


ceremony in Suffolk and it 
brings tears to the veterans’ 
eyes. 

“When they get it, they say, ‘at 
least we’ve got some 
recognition, which is more than 
our Government has done for 
us’.” 

John Wallage, 65, of Impington, 
served aboard a converted 
minesweeper as it patrolled 
rivers in the jungles of northern 
Borneo. 

He said: “It was grim. More 
than 500 men were killed. But 
when you got back, people had 
never even heard of it. 

“We were like a forgotten 
army.”

Calls for more 
info on planes 


NOT enough was 
done to let people 
comment on new 
plans for stacking 
planes over Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, claimed 
councillors. 

National Air Traffic 
Services (NATS) has 
been consulting on plans 
to increase the number 
of planes flying over the 
county by replacing the 
two shared holds for 
Luton and Stansted 
airports with three new 
holds - one for Luton 
and two for Stansted. 

Two of the stacks will 
be over South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. It could 
mean, for example, that 
people living in Con- 
ington, Elsworth, Upper 
Cambourne, Arrington, 
Croydon, Tadlow, Hatley, 
Gamlingay and Waresley 
would have a plane 
flying over them every 
2.4 minutes in the hold at 
peak hours. 

A report prepared by 
South Cambridgeshire 
District Council accused 
NATS of not giving 
enough detail about the 
plans and failing to 
justify the need for two

holds for Stansted 
airport in their response 
to the consultation. 

The council report 
was put before the 
cabinet at its meeting 
last week. 

NATS only put one 
proposal forward for 
consultation because it 
said more options could 
result in information 
overload for people. 

The report said: 
“Whilst recognising that 
airspace management is 
complex, the council 
would have preferred to 
have greater details pro¬ 
vided on the alternative 
options since these 
might have assisted in 
understanding why the 
final option was consid¬ 
ered to be the best.” 

The council was con¬ 
cerned parts of the dist¬ 
rict, which would see an 
increase in aircraft, 
were very rural with low 
noise levels - further 
information on noise is 
required to assess the 
impact on the district, it 
said. 


It wants a review a 
year after the proposals 
are implemented to 
assess the impact on 
local communities. 

Also on the agenda 
was the council’s 
response to Uttlesford 
District Council’s con¬ 
sultation on a second 
runway at Stansted. 

Uttlesford continues to 
oppose the idea, saying 
vital improvements to 
road and rail are needed, 
not enough information 
about noise is available 
and it is worried about 
larger aircraft using the 
airport, as well as 
increased numbers of 
planes. 

Steve Hampson, exec¬ 
utive director at South 
Cambs, said: “Both 
proposals raise a num¬ 
ber of areas of concern 
for us. 

“A detailed response to 
each of the consult¬ 
ations has been prepared 
and councillors will be 
asked to consider them 
very carefully before 
submitting a final 
response to NATS and 
Uttlesford.”

BUYING into this esoteric 
car club has always been 
more about ability than 
looks, but with the new 
version Subaru has ditched 
the four-door and boot- 
spoilered brief for a 
radically different inter¬ 
pretation based around a 
five-door hatchback. 

Japanese performance car fans 
will miss the bawdy saloon, but 
there is something quietly com¬ 
pelling about a small family hatch 
packing nearly 300bhp; the 
relatively innocuous styling hides 
serious performance potential.

The new STI looks more main¬ 
stream, but the 2.5-litre horizon¬ 
tally opposed “boxer” engine has a 
low centre of gravity for better 
stability and handling. The engine 
gets a larger and more efficient 
intercooler for an increase in

power (now 296bhp), and more low- 
down torque thanks to variable 
valve timing for the intake and 
exhaust system, and a fast-warm 
catalytic converter for reduced 
emissions. 

There is the slightest hint of the 
old engine note at idle and very 
low revs, but move off with a 
bigger helping of the throttle and, 
as with the last versions of the old 
model, that beautiful boxer burble 
is a thing of the past. Shame. 

However there is nothing 
shameful about the way this car 
moves. The throttle pedal is light 
and easy, as is the clutch, and the 
six-speed gearbox is more co¬ 
operative than before and shorter 
in throw. 

It’s one of those cars that seems 
to get better the faster you go. 
Handling-wise the snappiness of

BMW wins engine 

of year award (again!) 


BMW has been 
named the 

outright winner of 
the International 
Engine of the Year 
(IEotY) awards for 
a record-breaking 
fourth year in 
succession. 

A global panel of 
judges awarded the top 
honour to the 3.0-litre 
twin-turbo charged 
petrol engine. It 
powers the 1 Series, 3 
Series and X6 in the 
135i, 335i and X6 

xDrive35i models 
respectively.
